ENFORCED ON 


MEMBERS OF 


OBNOXIOUS ORGANIZATION 


Initial Steps To Crush 
Present Constituted 


the Actors’ Union as at 
Have Been Taken— 


Preference in Booking Shown to Acts 
Not Affiliated With the Order 


New York, March 27.—The vaude- 
ville managers of the entire country 
have launched their campaign to put 
the White Rats Actors’ Union, as at 
present constituted, out of business. 
The most drastic embargo ever put in 
force already has been placed, and 
before the next two weeks have 
elapsed few, if any, active White Rats 
will be found employed in any of the 
vaudeville theaters of the country. 
And, what is more, the managers are 
enforcing the embargo in a perfectly 
legitimate matter. 

The Billboard has ascertained that 
every vaudeville house manager has 
been instructed by his superiors, in 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective 
Association, to go back stage every 
opening day and to personally inquire 
from every member on the bill whether 
he or she is a White Rat. And upon 
the answers is dependent the book- 
ing such actors will hereafter receive. 

April 1 a good many recognize 
standard turns will find that they are 
not able to secure bookings. His or 
her failure to work will appear per- 
fectly plausible, but the chief factor 
will be that he or she is an active 
member of the White Rats, and as 
such under taboo by the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, who, 
now that they are in the fight, are de- 
termined to force the issue to the 
limit. 

Members of the managers’ associa- 
tion have declined to admit that they 
are determined to put the present 
actors’ organization out of business, 
but one of the principal managers in- 
timated to The Billboard that if any 
performer thinks for a moment that 
he can sit on the fence by sending his 
dues to the Rats and then telling the 
managers that he is not a Rat he is 
only going to fool himself. There will 
be no such a thing as “slipping one 
over” on the managers. The managers 
will find out who pay and who do not 
pay dues, realizing that the man who 
does not pay his dues is not in sym- 
pathy with the existing White Rat 
policies, while the man who does “kick 
in’ is. The former will be treated the 
same as would be any agitator. 

Discussing affairs with another man- 
ager The Billboard learned that the 
managers would allow a_ certain 


amount of excuse from present mem- 
bers of the actors’ organization who. 
are now working in vaudeville. Some 
of these actors claim that although 
they paid their dues they are not in 
Sympathy with the present policies; 


some claim they have been Rats for 
years but have not paid any ‘dues. 
They were asked to pay dues recently, 
they assert, because it was told them 
that they would lose the clubhouse 
unless funds were forthcoming and 
that a concerted action was being 
taken to save the building. There was 
no talk of labor strife or dissension 
in the ranks, these performers claim, 
and so they willingly paid the dues 
requested. In the future, they as- 
sert, they propose to keep out. 


Other members, especially the new 
ones, were approached in the same 
way, while others who admit they 
have always played an active part in 
the affairs of the organization, have 
now had their eyes opened and real- 
ize that the Rats are controlled by an 
army of unemployed whose attitude 
might best be likened to the bully of 
schoolboy days, who, if not allowed 
fn the game, would not permit the 
game to go on. 

White Rats who have been active 
in the fight for the “closed shop,” 
under the leadership of Harry Mount- 


ing

ford, are speedily beginning to real- 
ize that their efforts are proving for 
naught. A number of supposedly good 
acts who have been working right 
along have, within the last two weeks, 
suddenly found themselves out of 
employment. They have been blam- 
their agents and divers other 
causes, but does it ever happen to oc- 
cur to them that they may have been 
“shooting their heads off’’ about the 
White Rats? 

The vaudeville managers have 
reached a point where they are de- 
termined for once and for all to crush 
the White Rats as at present consti- 
tuted, and they will leave nothing un- 
done to bring this about. At a meet- 
ing of the White Rats last Tuesday 
night and early Wednesday morning 
Mountford told the assemblage that if 
a lockout were instituted against the 
White Rats on April 1 there would be 
no vaudeville, as there would not be 
encugh actors to go around. If 
Mountford believed his own statement, 
one of the managers pointed out, he 
would be the first to show that power 
before this, as no one knows better 
than Mountford, outside of the man- 
agers themselves, that the better class 
of actor who has something to sell 
and which the managers are willing 
to buy, is not in sympathy with Mount- 
ford policies and will pay no attention 
to any of his commands. 


Realizing that the managers are 
after the White Rats and knowing that 
for the members to admit identifi- 
cation with the order would mean 
their ruin, Mountford, in the official 
organ last week, issued a warning in 
which he advised or rather commanded 
all members to deny their identity in 
the hope that the managers could 
thus be fooled. This is but one of the 
many underhanded methods adopted

LITTLE CHANCE 


FOR FEDERAL 


CENSORSHIP AT PRESENT TIME 


New York, March 27.—Federal 
censorship of motion pictures is prac- 
tically a dead issue. Even should the 
Hughes bill be favorably reported out 
by the House Committee on Education 
in Washington The Billboard learns 
on reliable authority there is not the 
slightest chance of it ever passing in 
the House. 

A canvass of representatives reveals 


that an overwhelming majority of the; 


members are opposed to Federal cen- 
sorship of pictures, and the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade, which has 
been sponsoring the fight against pre- 
publicity censorship, is confident that 
so far as the Federal fight is con- 
cerned they have won a clear-cut is- 
sue. 

In New York State two censorship 
bills have been prepared. The Ahern 
measure already has been favorably 
reported out of committee and the 
Wheeler-Cristman bill will be re- 
ported similarly within a day or so, 
but, according to pretty authentic ad- 


Vices, this is as far as they will get. 


Favorable action by either the Senate 
or the Assembly is most remote, and 
the motion picture interests feel they 
have little if any cause for worry in 
this State. 

Over in Jersey, however, conditions 
are not quite so favorable. The cen- 
sorship advocates have been success- 
ful in recruiting considerable support 
and the picture people realize they 
have considerable of a fight on their 
hands if the proposed measure for 
State censorship in New Jersey finally 
is to be killed. 

A meeting of various church and 
social organizations of Greater New 
York was held last Thursday at the 
home of Mrs. H. Gardener in Brook- 
lyn, to devise ways and means for as- 
sisting in the fight for censorship. 
Replying to an invitation to attend 
this meeting Mrs. Mary L. Van Deu- 
sen, president of St. Mary’s Altar So- 
ciety of this city, declined on the 
ground that she deemed parents were 
the guardians of the morals of their

WHITE RATS BEING BARRED FROM VAUDEVILLE 


MERGER RUMORS 
IN PICTUREDOM 
CONTINUE TO BE 
FREELY SPREAD 


Plenty of Talk But Nothing To 
Confirm Any Deals 


DuPont Powder Interests Now 
Said To Be After Lubin 


V-L-S-E Sure To Be Reorgan- 
ized, Wise Ones Say 


New York, March 27.—Upheavals 
in the motion picture field, mergers, 
consolidations, reorganizations, etc., 
continue to be freely discussed along 
Broadway and in the haunts of the 
camera men, but so far nothing has 
leaked out in the way of confirmation 
to any of the reports. That one or 
more big deals are pending there is 
not the slightest doubt, but just what 
no one seems in a position to state. 

Prominent motion picture heads 
here in New York admit that the in- 
dustry has reached a stage where up- 
heavals in various forms are sure to be 
brought about. Any number of $50,- 
000,000 to $75,000,000 mergers are 
freely talked about by those claiming 
to be in the know, but no one is 
willing to assume the authority for 
any of the stories which they are will- 
ing to disseminate. 

Some weeks ago The Billboard ad- 
vised of a pending deal between Amer- 
ican Tobacco Interests, led by Ben- 
jamin B. Hampton and the Lubin 
Company, which failed to go through. 
Lubin later denied that there had been 
a deal on. Now Hampton is reported 
to have negotiated with numerous 
other big concerns, but so far as can 
be ascertained has not been success- 
ful in closing. The Lubin interests, 
it is now currently reported, are be- 
ing sought by a syndicate in which the 
DuPonts, powder magnates, are in- 
terested. 


That there will be a reorganization 
of the V-L-S-E distributing organiza- 
tion as at present constituted is freely 
predicted. Some of the “wise ones” 
insist that Selig and Lubin will either 
withdraw or be forced out and that 
two or more other concerns will take 
their places in the organization of 
which W. W. Irwin is general manager. 

The New York Times has been de- 
voting considerable space of late to 
merger talks, even going so far as to

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DRAMA’S BEST SEASON 
DRAWING NEAR A CLOSE 


Metropolitan Opera Concludes Regular Season 
Next Saturday Night—Broadway Shows 
on Final Laps of a Banner Year 


New York, March 27.—The best 
season that dramatic producers have 
known in a decade is slowly but surely 
drawing to a close. The first of the 
“big’’ attractions to terminate is the 
Metropolitan Grand Opera, which 
regular season e1ds next Saturday 
night. This does not mean, however, 
that the big playhouse at Broadway 
and Fortieth street is to close, as the 
regular subscribers still have eoming 
to them four weeks of the Serge de 
Diaghileff’s Russian ballet. 

In the regular so-called Broadway 
theaters there are unlikely to be many 
more premieres this season. A few 
more are scheduled, but unless there 
should be a sudden reversal in pres- 
ent business conditions the attractions 
now housed will likely run until the 
warm weather sets in. 

About two more months of drama 
is what Broadway theatergoers may 
reasonably expect. The wintry weather 
of this month has been conducive to 
exceptional business, most of the thea- 
ters playing to capacity five nights out 
of six. Several of the shows have 
been running practically all season, 
with no indication that they will be 
withdrawn now until the season it- 
self terminates. Among these latter 
might be mentioned the Hippodrome 
show, The Blue Paradise at the Ca- 
sino, Common Clay at the Republic, 
Fair and Warmer at the Eltinge, The 
Boomerang at the Belasco. 

Much of the success of the Broad- 
way shows this year has been due to 
the cut-rate tickets. There can be no 
denying the fact that more than one 
show had its Broadway run prolonged 
months solely through this medium. 
Another big factor has been the num- 
ber of really meritorious productions 
presented. A lavish expenditure in

New York, March 24.—Critics admit 
The Idler (now The Great Pursuit) 
has been improved by author and 
producer since its initial appearance in 
1890, an admission, however, quali- 
fied with an “if such a thing as im- 
provement be possible.” 

The “sowing of wild oats” in the

The Her- 
ald’s statement that “the play is over- 
burdened with dialog’ coincides with 
the view of The Evening Sun that “it 
is just English drawing room comedy- 
drama, 1916 pattern; and this The 
Evening World echoes with emphatic

PITY THE POOR PLAYER 


If the manager is to be compelled to pay for rehearsals and to have his 
business dictated by the unions otherwise where is the capital to come from 
with which to conduct theatrical campaigns? How many managers are there 
in this country who can launch a theatrical enterprise of high grade and still 
pay salaries during that period wherein it does not come in at the box-office? 

Probably Charles Dillingham could stand the gaff. Cohan & Harris might 
even welcome such a demand from the standpoint of a monopoly. That is 
to say these successful producers could well afford to spend $50,000 a year 
(and it would cost them fully that just to pay for rehearsals) in the hope that 
the number of plays produced under such conditions would be less than half 
the normal. 

You can name on ten fingers the producers who could command the 
cash to operate theaters and productions for one year provided the “closed 
shop” becomes an actuality on the legitimate stage. It would be much like 
holding a big club over the heads of the public, threatening the man who buys 
tickets, the man who sells tickets and every branch of activity in the amuse- 
ment world. 

Since when has the legitimate theater justified such an upheaval? There 
is just one way that the actor can dictate the future destiny of the theater 
and that is for him to become the manager himself. Then he will be enabled 
to understand how lucky he is to find some one willing to produce plays and 
still take chances on their success by rehearsing, as the established custom 
has been for centuries, on “prospects.” It is far better to have the managers 
continue to solve these intricate problems, for, even if the actors are not paid 
for rehearsals, that is nothing to the disaster they would invite if they really 
had to pay the salaries themselves because there were no more managers with 
the capital to operate on the “closed shop” basis. 

Whatever happens in this new and complex theatrical situation, which is 
due mostly to the need of an exodus of the unfit, it is to be hoped that our 
actors will never have to pay salaries to themselves. Never since public en- 
tertaining was inaugurated has there been such outlets for stage folk, and yet 
if the profits were equally divided between actors and managers can anyone 
doubt how much less the actors would receive than they do now? 

The late Frank W. Sanger was an actor, a pretty bad one, too, he was 
wont to admit. One day Sanger produced a farce by the late Charles Hoyt 
called A Bunch of Keys. From this Sanger made a quarter of a million 
dollars. Each year the actors engaged were worse than before. Just before 
his demise Sanger was asked why he engaged so many bad actors. He replied 
“I engage them, good, bad and indifferent, for what I think they are worth 
and sell them for what they think they are worth.” Sanger, at the time of 
his death, was the richest theatrical manager. Throughout his career he 
insisted that he was enriched by the rare gift of being a bad actor and an able 
manager. 

The writer has recalled Mr. Sanger’s little anecdote for the purpose of in- 
dicating how fortunate the players are in another stage era when the manager 
under widely conflicting conditions “buys the goods” while the actor more 
often than not, if he is a real actor, has unchanged prosperity with constantly 
increasing outlets for his artistry. As recently as twenty years ago there was 
but one millionaire in the amusement calling (namely E. D. Stair) and he 
was & manager who had earned most of his fortune in the newspaper world. 

Let us try to calculate in a comparative sense whether the manager or 
the actor is best off in this seeond decade of the twentieth century at a time 
when stage folk are being agitated to start an upheaval. 

Starting with the circus field the millionaires were invariably actors. The 
first millionaire actor among men was Joseph Murphy, who had the keen 
perspective to hoard his savings for the day when an ungrateful, blase public 
would know him not. The first millionaire actress was probably Lotta Crab- 
tree, and it is significant that Lotta is far wealthier now than when ehe retired 
from the stage. Patti has several millions, all earned while the impresarios 
who paid her thousands a night tried to keep out of jail or the poorhouse. 
More than one impresario died penniless. Here are a few at random: 
Strakosch, Maretzek and Mapleson, all in one decade. 

Let us now see how the singers fared during the regime of these im- 
presarios who died without enough to pay their funeral expenses. We know 
that Mapleson paid Patti $4,000 a night, Etelka Gerster was paid $1,000 a 
night, Tamagno, the tenor, $2,000 a night; Jean de Reszke was first paid 
$1,250 a night and on his last visit $2,500 a night; Christine Nilsson, the 
Swedish nightingale, got $1,000 a night; Pauline Lucca, $1,200; Melba was 
paid $1,750 while at the Metropolitan and now is paid $2,000. If Melba sings 
for Dillingham at the Hippodrome or at the Century Opera House she will 
have to appear twice daily if she only sings one song. 

Madam Calve was paid $1,750 a night and the United Booking Offices 
paid her $3,500 a week two decades later. 

Emma Eames was welcome at $1,000 a night. The tenor, Wachtel, who 
made the Germans forget where they were when he sang, was cheap at 
$1,000 a night. Geraldine Farrar needs no “closed shop” to protect her. 
“Gerry” raised her nightly honorarium from $600 a night to $1,000, then to 
$1,200, to $1,600, and now to $2,000 a night. The phonograph brings her

ACTORS’ EQUITY NOT LIKELY TO 
BECOME BRANCH OF WHITE RATS 


Billboard Understands Labor Committee Will 
Recommend Consolidation of All Amusement 
Bodies Under One Charter, Which Would 
Give All Groups an Equal Footing 


New York, March 27.—In spite of 
the fact that at the recent meetings 
of members of the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation held simultaneously in five 
cities throughout the country it was 
voted to recommend that at the an- 
nual meeting in May a general vote be 
taken on the question of affiliating 
with the American Federation of La- 


bor, under a charter from the White 
Rats Actors’ Union, there is small 
probability that the so-called legit- 
imate actors will enter the union ranks 
through this channel. During the last 
two weeks there has been a thorough 
investigation by a committee of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, with the 
result that it is now a foregone con- 
clusion that in the event of a favor- 
able vote for labor affiliation in May 
it will be in some manner other than 
that originally planned. 

The Billboard learns on what it con- 
siders reliable information that a 
committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which has been investi- 
gating the White Rats and the legit. 
actors, will recommend that the Act- 
ors’ Equity Association do not become 
a branch of the White Rats, but will 
urge the consolidation of all branches 
of the amusement world in one organ- 
ization, under an American Federa- 
tion of Labor charter, each body or 
group to be on an equal footing and 
to have its own local autonomy. 

This is in line with The Billboard’s 
suggestion in its recent “A Way Cut 
of the Rat Trap,” in which it was 
pointed out that the only logical so- 
lution of the entire controversy would 
be affiliation with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor under the general 
grouping scheme, and not as a branch 
of the White Rats, which would make 
the legitimate actors subservient to 
the vaudeville performers, at least in 
name if not in fact. 

It is understood that developments 
are progressing favorably in the plan 
to bring about a reorganization of the 
entire amusement field of workers and 
that within the next thirty days some 
definite plan will have been outlined.

FIGHT ON OVER SALE OF 
AMERICAN BURLESQUE CIRCUIT 


Jacob Goldenberg and G. Y. Clark, Stockholders 
in Columbia Circuit, Start Legal Proceedings 
in Effort To Set Aside Sale of Number 
Two Wheel to Michael Muller 


New York, March 25.—Legal steps to prevent 
the sale by the Columbia Amusement Co. of its 
subsidiary, the American Burlesque Circuit, to 
Plichael Muller, have been taken in the United 
States District Court in Baltimore by Jacob 
Goldenberg and Garnett Y. Clark. A bill was 
filed early this week against the Columbia Com- 
pany, asking that a contract for the sale of the 
cireuit of thirty-eight burlesque theaters in 
various parte of the country be set aside. The 
plaintiffs are stockholders in the Columbia Cir- 
cuit. 

At the offices of the Columbia Amusement Co. 
in this city no comment on the court action 
was forthcoming. No papers in any action had 
ween served, and while it is known that Golden- 
berg and Clark have taken some steps, just what 
the Columbia officials have not been clearly 
advised. 

The pill filed in Baltimore was for the pur- 
pose of preventing the purchase by Muller of the 
No. 2 cireuit of the Columbia Company, but 
which is operated by the American Burlesque 
Oo., a subsidiary. The plaintiffs charge that 


the American circuits, and that the sale 
really ie to Hynicka. The selling price, ac- 


cording to the bill, is $250,000, payable five 
years after date, with no cash payment. 

Back of the legal suit hinges an alleged offer 
of Goldenberg and Clark to purchsse the Ameri- 
ean Circuit for $500,000, the terms to be the 
same as involved in the deal with Muller. The 
plaintiffs aver that they made this offer at the 
recent stockholders’ meeting of the Columbia 
Circuit, but this Is denied by officials of the 
Columbia Company. It ig charged by the 
plaintiffs that the Columbia Company expended 
upwards of 31,000,000 in formulating the 
‘added’ cirenit, and that the return from 
booking fees alone so far has aggregated more 
than $40,000. 

Yhe Baitimore court is asked to set aside the 
sale to Muller and to prevent the diversion of 
valuable rights and assets, 

This action ig the frst public intimatfon of 
the transfer ‘of the holdings of the American 
Burlesque Circuit. Like the parent organization, 
the American ‘‘wheel,”” which is just in its 
first season, has been prospering this year, and 
those on the inside are certain that $250,000 
does not represent its full cash value. The Co- 
lumbia Amusement Co. officials probably will 
make comment when the papers in the action 
against them have been served.

Editorial Comment 


BUSINESS 


The outdoor showman is approach- 
ing the opening of the season with an 
optimism that borders almost on an 
obsession, and in good cause, for, to the 
outdoor showman who has the right 
goods to offer, 1916 presents oppor- 
tunities not surpassed in twenty years. 

Prosperity has enveloped the entire 
country from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, from the Gulf to the Far North. 
The West Coast, the most backward 
section, has fallen into line, excellent 
evidence of revival coming even from 


industries which have for some years 
been very stagnant in that vicinity. 
The weather now apparently re- 
mains the only factor in the success 
or nonsuccess of the outdoor season. 
Even here there is.every reason for 
optimism, if the facts uncovered by a 
careful study of Government weather 
reports extending over a period of 
many years can be taken as evidence. 
Statistics prove that seasons always 
equalize, that taken year in and year 
out, the variations of temperature and 
rainfall are negligible. Proceeding on 
this fact this spring and the coming 
summer, the winter having been 
normal, should present a reverse of 
climatic conditions obtaining during 
1915—with a corresponding reverse 
in the manner in which outdoor 
amusements were affected. 


FINESSE IN PICTURE ART 


However critical one may be of mo- 
tion pictures, and there can be no de- 
nying the fact that much of the criti- 
cism is justified, there is one producer 
to whom every vestige of praise and 
credit is due. That man is Oliver Mo- 
rosco, who, during the past few 
months, has leaped to the very front 


ranks as a producer of better-than- 


stock. This view is based on the 
extraordinary conditions which are 
converting countless playhouses, here- 
tofore utilized for motion pictures, into 
almost every phase of theatrical en- 
tertainment, not permanently, how- 
ever. 

With rare discernment, the house 
and local managers have come to the 
conclusion that by altering the policy 
of their theaters during the heated 
term they are not only providing a 
much needed variety, but also adding 
to the number of new playgoers. 

This is proven by the fact that new 
plays are now released for stock and 
for the screen almost simultaneously, 
and only the moderate-priced stock 
theaters can attract the tremendous 
film patronage to see “the real thing.”

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During the first two months under former Judge Swann’s steward- 
ship the district attorney’s office has cleared the criminal courts’ cal- 
endars of a large number of cases. 
were only 211 prisoners in the Tombs last Monday, compared with 404 
a year ago. Judge Swann notes, apparently with pride, that the twelve 
homicide convictions obtained constituted a record for the last six years. 

In detailing the cases disposed of Judge Swann makes the cus- 
He gives, as usual, the number of convictions and 
tells how many were acquitted by direction of the court and jury. 
No mention, however, is made of the number against whom proof of 
guilt either was wholly lacking or evidence of it insufficient to war- 
rant prosecution, and who therefore were discharged on the district 
attorney’s recommendation. The interest of district attorneys does not 
lie in advertising this part of the record. 

It is the business of the district attorney to prosecute offenders 
against the law, and it is natural perhaps, therefore, that he should 
feel that his success is to be measured by the number of convictions 
he obtains, just as the old-time policeman used to think that the more 
arrests he made the better he demonstrated his efficiency. 
wise the duty of the public prosecutor to see that the innocent shall 
not suffer, but as a rule he and his assistants are so busy trying to 
“make a record” that they have no time for so large-hearted a task. 
Therefore it is left to the prisoners themselves to establish their in- 
nocence, the presumption generally being, contrary to the intention of 
the law, that they are guilty until proven otherwise. .

The innocent defendant who is penniless then will have an equal 
chance with the offender rich enough to employ a lawyer who not 
only is skillful, but who is persona grata at court as well.

Topeka, Kan., March 23.—Just a few more 
weeks (May 1) and the thirtieth season of the 
Al G, Field Greater Minstrels will be over.

Now, kid, I am going to answer all 
the questions you ask. Do you remember the 
letter you wrote me from South America, dated 
May 5, 1014, stating you wished me to enter 
you to meet all the real ones in the steer bull- 
dogging and bronk riding events, in which you 
stated I had no doubt heard of your being pro- 
ficient in that line from the reputation you had 
made with W. A. Dickey’s Show, and also 101 
Ranch Wild West? Don't you think, Mr. Hinkle, 
you made a mistake in your letter to The Bill- 
board, wherein you stated the reason you had 
not attended the Cheyenne contest in 1915 was 
because you did not think you were good e 
to contest with the leaders in the game? It 
seems to me the folks who asked you to ask 
questions were getting ready to hand themselves 


a laugh. Now, Mr. Hinkle, I'll answer your 
questions. 


“YES, 1 did pay the railroad transportation 
of Johnny Mullins from Montreal to Calgary six 
or eight weeks before the contest came off. He 
went to work having charge of 276 head of 
stock belonging to the management. For this 
be was paid a salary. Out of this salary was 
deducted the railroad fare I advanced him, as 
was also his entrance fees in the broncho riding, 
in which event he never even got in the semi- 
finals. He also paid his entrance fee in the steer- 
roping, in which he won a pair of spurs. YES, 
I did furnish Blanche McGaughey with a ticket 
from Montreal to Calgary, in veturn for which 
she road as an exhibition in the horse show 
building each night. She also entered bucking- 
horse contest but won NOTHING. I ADVANCED 
on a car of horses from the South, BONDED 
ALL STOCK coming into Canada for said con- 
test. You were misinformed as to the bucking- 
horse judges. They were not Indians, although 
it is true one of the three judges had Indian 
blood in his veins. It is also true that I staked 
several other people to transportation, but they 
have worked it out in some way or other outside 
of the competitive events, and, in the majority 
of cases, any one to whom I advanced or loaned 
money to or furnished a ticket WON NOTHING. 
Now, if your questions were to indicate that 
the folks to whom I advanced a ticket were 
slated for favors you will see you were wrong. 

“In conclusion I would say that I have always 
acted on the square in all my dealings. I have 
raised more REAL CASH MONEY for cowgirls 
and cowboys to WIN than anyone else ever 
did. Some folks will say, ‘Why doesn’t he do it 
every year? I say in return that I have no 
corner on all the money in the world; why don’t 
some of the others raise the big money ONCE? 
Not in ONE event. but in ALL the events on 
the program. Personally I have nothing but the 
kindliest of feeling for you and all others 


in the contest business, be they contestants or | 


managements. I have raised $50,000 for con- 
testants to WIN this year. Don’t care who gets 
it so long as winners grab it on their merits. 
They are allowed to pick their own judges at 
this contest. It is now up to them. Even in 
view of the foolish talk you have spilled all over 
perfectly good paper I wish you luck, and, if 
your merits entitle you to it, I hope you win 
at every contest you attend. Will be glad to 
see you compete at the Stampede in New York 
this summer, and I assure you that if your 
ability is as good as you claim it to be you cer- 
tainly ought to win more money than you ever 
had a chance to before. 


“Hoping I have answered the questions you 
asked to your satisfaction, I remain.’’

in the matter of the insurance company. That 
is the reason that I have had such bad treat- 
ment, and could not lay any claims.

AL G. BARNES CIRCUS 
BEGINS 1916 JOURNEY 


First Performance Given at San- 
ta Monica, With Real Open- 
ing at San Diego—Show 
Greatly Enlarged 


the Al G, Barnes Wild Animal Circus opened 
the season of 1916 with four cars more than 
last season, with one-fourth larger spread of 
anvas, with a larger menagerie and with more 
and better acts. Two large steel arenas and 
two rings of regulation size justify the much- 
vivertised claim of the only four-ring animal 
show in existence, and these rings are busy 
every minute. In fact, Barnes is stepping this 
season inte the big-show class. 

The first performance was given at the show's 
home town, Santa Monica, Cal., on March 11. 
Venice, where Mr. Barnes has his office, pos- 
«esses no lot as suitable as in the adjoining 
cesort of Santa Monica. A hearty welcome was 
ziven Mr. Barnes and his associates by their 
many friends—there was not a hitch in the 
performance— and business was big beth after- 
noon and evening. The first out-of-town date 
was San Diego, March 14, and, as Mr. Barnes 
looked upon this as his real opening, The 
fillbeard representative just naturally tagged 
slong in order to report on the show after a 
long railway run had tested out the efficiency 
of at least several of its departments, 

The show is carried on six passengers, thir- 
teen flats and seven stocks, with two cars ahead. 
Mr. Barnes’ private car, Francisca, which is 
a new acquisition, is one of the finest private 
cars in existence. It was built for Mr. Holt, 
millionaire of Imperial Valley fame, who fur- 
nished it most lavishly. It fs, of course, elec- 
trie lighted; possesses a bathroom and has 
other equipment as good as money will buy. No 
showman ever had a more luxurious road home. 

Owing to a Sunday arrival the parade got out 
promptly at 10 o'clock and was witnessed by = 
large crowd, The most unique feature was the 
use of five auto trucks, some of which were 
dens. The principal band wagon is a huge, 
truly magnificently carved creation, mounted on 
an Aleo chassis, so designed as to hide all 
mechanical parts, even the driving being in- 
\isible, except when viewed straight from the 
front The air calliope is also motor driven. 
Charles Cook, the show's capable superintend- 
ent, had much to do with the designing and 
const uetion of these two splendid vehicles. 

There are five bands, including a ladies’ 
band, Seotch bagpipers and a clown band, and 
two calliopes. 

All the dens, fourteen in number, were open. 
“ther features were five elephants, a large 
comber of led animals, many mounted ladies 
and cowboy contingent. There were 64 head of 
‘raft steck and 60 head of show stock, includ- 
ing ponies and mules. The use of so many 
sate truckse—the show carries seven, including 
Mr. Barnes’ machine, which heads the parade— 
«reated much comment, and, besides the novelty. 
<aves considerable horseflesh and the transpor- 
tation of at least one stock car. 

On the lot we found a tremendous crowd 
‘waiting the afternoon show. The side-show 
was doing well, and about two o'clock the ticket 
sale te the big show was suspended. Both Mr. 
Rarnes and Mr. Sands were busy trying to 
make comfortable those who were without seats, 
ind the entire staff evinced a desire to be 
ourteoms and considerate to a degree not often 
found, 


The big show band of twenty-three pieces, 
onder the baton of Ed Woeckener, played a pre- 
liminary: concert which actually received several 
enoores, and thig in an exposition ety which has 
heen surfelted with band music. The music 
showed no evidence of being of an opening 
)=rformance, 

The big show canvas is a new Thomson—a 
1W-foot top, with four 40-foot middle-pieces, 
making possible the use of 30 lengths 12-tier 
ceneral admission, and 32 lengths 12-tier re- 
serves 

The menagerie canvas has also been enlarged 
vnd houses 18 dens, free animals and all the 
stock, no horse tents being used. 

The performance is given in two big steel 
‘renas designed by Charles Cook. They are 
elevated some four feet, and are arranged in 
~eetions, each to pack away complete in one 
wagon. which, when they are set up, help to 
<uppert the arenas, There are also two regula- 
tion clreus rings, and a roomy hippodrome track, 
The show fs advertised this season as “The 
show that ia different." and it is different 
from other cirenses and most so-called animal 
<bows in that there is not a stnale act. ex- 

loding the clown numbers and Miss Earle’s 
singing numbers, that is not a trained animal 
vet Ry the use of many different animals. 
with feate varying greatly and with frequent 
thrillers, the performance is in no way mon- 
otenonme, Perhaps the moet striking acts among 
the many are the bi¢ lien groups handled by 
thowe two master trainers, Louis Roth and John 
lodak: the tiger group, worked by that most

young woman's balloon act, in which she goes 
aloft with a free lion on a small platform amidst 
t shower of fireworks fired from the plat- 
form: the two seal groups, worked by Captain 
Stonewall and son; the puma group, worked by 
Miss Pearl Hamilton, and the fifteen splendid high 
school horses. Miss Earle’s principal singing num- 
ber, given while mounted and using a flock of 
doves which fly to her from different parts of the 
track, also was accorded much applause. Miss 
Earle has an exceptionally good voice. 
3 Right here I would comment on the splendid 
lighting system. The show carries two separate 
electric units, each on a wagon and operated 
from one double-throw switchboard, thus should 
one unit fail the other can be instantly thrown 
on. The plants are of 35-kilowatt capacity and 
driven by )-horse power automobile type en- 
ginexs. The entire outfit is electric lighted, in 
addition to six outside arcs and one powerful 
searchlight, which, operated from the top of 
the ticket wagon, is flashed over the city, at- 
tracting much attention and directing the 
patrons to the lot. Over each ring is a huge 
reflecting pan, studded with large nitrogen 
lights, while the seats are but faintly illumi- 
nated. This gives the effect of a darkened 
theater auditorium and accentuates the in- 
tensity of the light on the rings. In Miss 
Stark's balloon number, also Miss Earle’s sinz- 
ing number, the lights were entirely out and 
the artists illuminated by spots, at times col- 
. I have seen no tent show as effectively 
lighted.

WHEELER BROS.’ SHOWS 


Al F. Wheeler, the founder an@ owner of the 
Wheeler Bros.’ Circus, thinks the Western 
States are entitled to see what this well-known 
Eastern and Southern show has to offer for the 
hew sawdust season of ‘“‘Sweet °16."’ 
Mr. Wheeler has hit on a novel and big idea 
for his leader this season. The feature of the 
Wheeler Bros." Enormous Shows will be a 
*“Preparedness’’ exhibit, which will figure out- 
doors, in a special tent and in the arena of the 
main performance. Grasping the spirit of the 
age and throwing money into his plans with 
studied prodigality, Mr. Wheeler proposes that 
his ‘‘l’reparedness’’ feature shal] take the 
message of the day to every part of the coun- 
try.

SAN DIEGO’S BIG FAIR 
BEGINS SECOND YEAR 


Disadvantages Are Plentiful and Showmen Are 
Not Optimistic as to Results — Present 
Line-Up Contains Good Attractions 


San Diego, Cal., March 23.—The San Diego Ex- 
position, which had been closed since the end 
of the year, reopened last Saturday to 30,000 
paid admissions. A number of last year's ex- 
hibits have been removed, and those that re- 
mained have been given new locations in order 
to make room for exhibits from the San Fran- 
ciseo fair. 

For a city of less than 100,000 population the 
proposition of keeping the San Diego Fair open 
another year is immense and staggering. No At- 
lantic Coast city, even three times the size of 
San Diego, would, after the Jamestown fiasco, 
consider the task for a moment. But the West 
is enterprising and sportsmanlike, and frequently 
delivers the goods when obstacles would appear 
unsurmountable. 

Last year San Diego attracted a considerable 
number of the visitors destined to San Francisco. 
Now, however, the fair is opening just after 
the winter season has closed, and will shut down 
in December, just before the tourist trade be- 
gins. With no big attraction like the Frisco 
fair to help this year and the idea prevalent in 
the East that a Southern California summer is 
unbearable, it would seem certain that there 
will not be many Easterners drawn to the show.

Know the difference between two-four 
time and dinner time? Ever had Tinney look 
you through? Ever heard friends and neighbors 

the ring? Do you chew Star tobacco?

WORLD'S PROFESSIONAL MEET FOR CHI. 


Professional roller speed skaters will perhaps 
be pleased to learn that Chicago is going to 
hold the world's professional championship races 
at the big banked Riverview Rink from April 
11 to 16. At a meeting of the Executive Board 
of the Western Skating Association, held in Chi- 
cago March 20, a request for sanction for holding 
the world’s professional championship on the 
above dates was asked for by Delegate Harry W.

conduct all race meets held at the big North 
Side Rink, has offered to give the club $750 to 
award in purses for the world’s meet, and have 
the officers of the Riverview Club to take full 
charge of the meet acting in conjunction with 
officials of the Western Skating Association. 
The races will be decided upon the point-scoring 
plan, which will give each and every skater 
competing a chance to get some of the purse 
money that will be hung up. No skater will be 
allowed to compete in this championship meet 
who is not a member or registered with the W. 
8. A. The Riverview Rink is the fastest and 
one of the largest tracks in the world, being 
eight and one-half laps to the mile. Many 
world’s records have been registered on this 
track. 


BLANCHARD RETURNS FROM HONOLULU 


Allen I, Blanchard, former president of the In- 
ternational Skating Union of America, who has 
been spending the winter in California, just 
returned from a little trip to Honolulu, where 
he had a very enjoyable time, but shortened his 
vacation on account of the hot weather. ‘‘Pop’’ 
left Chicago to get away from the skating game, 
believing that in going to California he would be 
where there was no ice skating.

HENRY AND YOUNG 
To Operate Parks Near Wilmington 


Wilmington, Del., March 25.—Brandywine 
Springs Park, near "Wilmington, will this sea- 
son be under the management of Henry and 
Young Amusement Company, of this city. James 
E. Henry is president and general manager; H. 
T. Price is vice-president and press represent- 
ative, and Dorothy D. Henry is secretary and 
treasurer. The park will open May 30, prior to 
which negotiations will have been closed for a 
Ferris Wheel and other new attractions. Many 
good features are already in the park, and a 
large force of men is now at work repainting 
and renovating the buildings. Free concerts 
will be a daily feature during the season, and 
good vaudeville will be given afternoon and 
evening in the theater. Sacred concerts will 
take place on Sundays. Arrangements have been 
made with the Wilson Line of steamers from 
Philadelphia, whereby tickets will be sold from 
the Quaker City direct to the park. A number 
of excursions over the B. & O. have also been 
arranged.

IMPORTANT PARK DECISION 


San Francisco, March 22.—The Supreme Court 
of California has rendered a decision in the case 
of Bertha C. Whyte against Idora Park Com- 
pany of Oakland, affirming the decision of the 
lower court in awarding the plaintiff damages 
in the sum of $5,000.

CLOSED SHOP A LOCAL ISSUE 


NO LOCALITY CAN BE UNIONIZED WITHOUT A 
STRONG HOME-RULED ORGANIZATION

t 
There never was anything more improbable than a universal closed shop of anion 
actors. In fact, it is clearly impossible. Why anyone should think that the actors can 
perform a miracle that no other craft has been able to accomplish is hard to fathom, 
yet some apparently intelligent people profess to believe it can be done. Such sublime 
faith in the infallibility of their leaders is sublime if it is sincere, but if they really 
imagine that the W. R. A. U. can ever attain such a dizzy height with the impotent 
centralization methods they persist in using they are most unfortunately misguided. With 
a policy so decidedly reactionary and diametrically opposed to the fundamental principles 
of unionism their pretensions are not only unlikely to succeed, but are ridiculously absurd. 


The reason of its improbability is perfectly plain to well-versed students of unionism. 
They know that the mightiest efforts of laber to achieve this laudable aim has been re- 
peatedly repulsed. Defeat after defeat has been their portion, even when public sym- 
pathy was with them and a walkout of their members would cripple the industry they 
were antagonizing. 

The inevitable ending slightly varied. Some localities could be unionized, but others 
could mot. The strongly organized territory could generally get employers to accede to 
just and reasonable demands, but the same proposals were rejected as unfair in the places 
where influential locals did not flourish. No union has ever been powerful enough to dictate 
the terms on which all the labor of any trade or profession must be supplied, although 
there are some trades unions that have nearly every skilled workman of their craft in 
their ranks and are led by able and shrewd officials with many years of practical experience. 


These truths have been convincingly demonstrated to the complete satisfaction of 
the best informed and wisest of the labor heads by many bitter struggles, that not only 
impoverished union after union financially, but cost dearly in misery, want and privation, 
even to the sacrifice of life itself. This is a beavy toll to pay for experience, but it was 
not in vain. The knowledge gained has been the most potent factor in enlarging the 
intluence of organized labor. It has taught many things of incalculable benedt to the union 
cause and admittedly the most important is the right of every locality to decide all 
matters directly concerning home affairs in their own way. The judgment of the local 
affected is justly recognized as absolute in determining the wisdom of a closed shop or 
any other matter that vitally concerns their material interests. 

That is why locals are established at all strategic points with complete autonomy. It 
crystallizes all the strength an organization can command af the place it can exert its 
utmost efficiency. With the entire membership of a locality utilizing their brains where 
it can be of the greatest amount of service, owing to their personal contact with prevail- 
ing conditions through intimate association, the local is able to reap the maximum of 
benefits in a just and rational manner and at the same time enjoy the respect and con- 
fidence of their employers. 


This is scientific and the principal reason for all labor successes, To attempt to force 
a closed shop in any section of the country that can not boast of a powerful organization, 
composed of residents of the locality it is proposed to dominate, is simply an act of folly 
and the suggestion would never be entertained by a competent and sagacious leader with 
the best interests of the members at heart. There is not the remotest chance of them 
unfonizing any locality until they mobilize every ounce of their strength through regularly 
conducted locals where every due payer will have an equal voce in every move. 

It is the locals that do the unionizing, not the national body. And it is only those 
that are efficiently organized, with favorable surroundings and in charge of officers that 
are capable, wideawake, upright and aggressive, that has any chance to develop and 
prosper. The procrastinating kind, guided by weak, incompetent leaders, who are always 
seeking the help of their affiliations to accomplish something they can do a great deal 
better, quicker and more effectively themselves if they only had the get-up to try, will 
continue in their innocuous way unnoticed. 


The foregoing is a review of indisputable facts that can not be truthfully denied by 
anyone who knows the history of unionism and understands its fundamental principles. 
If the W. R. A. U. officials possess this knowledge, as they certainly should to occupy 
their exalted position, why are they planning a closed shop with an organization so lament- 
ably weak and voprepared for such an ordeal that it is discredited by most of the pro- 
fession and a majority of its own members? They should know that this is a herculean 
task for a perfectly sound and regular organization, fortified with locals at every point 
of vantage, as such a demand is equivalent to preventing anyone from obtaining a liveli- 
hood by entertaining who does not carry a paid-up card of the W. R. A. U. Some job! 

But despite its magnitude the outfit that is centralized in New York City, with an 
organization behind them that contains a very small percentage of the profession (not all 
loyal either) and not one regularly conducted local in any of the booking centers, would 
have artists believe it can be done and they possess the power to do it. 


There must be some motive for agitating a project so obviously a loser. Perhaps 
it is designed to disturb the equanimity of the managers and throw a big scare into the 
agents for the purpose of aweing the more timid of the artists to enter their ranks. Or 
maybe they hope that pulling a strike will stimulate enthusiasm in their discouraged 
followers by giving them the impression that big things are going to be done. 


Whatever their intention, as long as they control the machinery of the organization, 
it is possible that they can pull off such a play. They may even succeed in protracting 
it with incalculable loss to the vaudeville business. But damage of this kind to managers 
is not a gain for the artists. They will ultimately have to pay the freight, and the chief 
contributers will be the unfortunate unionists who were so dense as to be inveigled into 
such a foolhardy undertaking. Those responsible for their plicht will escape scatheless, 


Any one can lead an organization into defeat. There is nothing praiseworthy about 
such an achievement and it requires no ability. But it does take perspicacity, sound 
sense and generalship to win a victory for the union cause. And those who triumph are 
invariably builders, not destroyers. 

It is high time the actors got wise to this fact and did some constructive work. A 
determined effort along this line will improve their chance of advancement immeasurably. 
To begin with it is absolutely essential that locals be established in the different booking 
centers, patterned after their more progressive and prosperous affiliations. Not bunk 
locals, with a carpet bagger in control, to collect the money paid in his district for 
initiations and dues to forward to the central body in New York that employs him, but 
bona fide, substantial, home-ruled organizations, composed of residents of the localities 
that requires them and necessarily the most competent judges of their essential needs. 

How can any other course be consistently advocated if the artists’ welfare is the 
only incentive? The artists themselves have the best understanding of real conditions 
where they live and work, consequently the members of a local are the proper persons to 
regulate them. Resides, they are the ones that are affected by improvement or deteriora- 
tion; they are the ones that must bear the barden of expense that organized action 
entails, and, most fmportant, they are the ones whose common sense and intelligence is 
essential in deciding grave matters that may improve or impair their moral and material 
interests. 

This is all perfectly clear to every organization affiliated with the A. F. of L., except 
the W. R. A. U., it having the unenviable distinction of being the only organization in 
the labor movement that is not composed of separate and home-ruled locals. The stage 
hands, musicians, moving picture machine operators, billposters, electricians and every 
other unien, whether intimately or distantly connected with the profession, have locals 
with full autonomy in every place it can be of advantage. 


Actors are the only exception. That is why they are floundering and helpless, paying 
dues to keep alive an organization that has been inactive for six long years. 

It's all wrong. Every regime that has held sway since the Rats and unionists amalga- 
mated under an A. F. of L. charter have been wrong and their ideas are wrong. A change 
is, therefore, in order in the national bedy, not only in the personnel, but also in 
the policy. Officials who regard their position of trust and confidence as a right to dictate 
to those who appoint them, arrogantly and arbitrarily depriving the members of the 
privileges all other unionists enjoy, under the perverted netion that they are better 
qualified to solve the problems on which their welfare depends than they can themselves, 
must be shown their place and made to keep it. 


The duty of union officials is to implicitly follow the instructions given them by the 
membership, not to order. The Rat leaders know this is what they will be compelled to 
do if the actors ever rise in their might and insist on self-governed locals in all the 
principal cities. That is why the central body will go the limit to prevent its consum- 
mation. 

The well-meaning and clear-thinking artists who are necessary for the success of an 
actors’ organization will have none of it. They will not give their sugport to any effort 
for concerted action that is not dominated by the rank and file.

FLORENCE LAWRENCE OUT 
OF UNIVERSAL’S EMPLOY 


Popular Star Who Recently Returned to Films 
After Two Years’ Absence Suffers Nervous 
Breakdown, Alleged To Have Been Caused 
by Old Injury and Tiff With Big U 


New York, March 27.—Florence Lawrence, 
than whom there has been no more popular star 
in motion pictures, who less than two months 
ago returned to the Universal Film Manufactur- 
ing Company, after a two years’ absence, due 
to an injury to her spine, sustained while pro- 
ducing a photoplay, has developed a_ well-de 
fined temperamental streak, and a few days ago 
quit the concern, of which Carl Laemmle is the 
head, vowing she never will return. Hack of 
Miss Lawrence’s action is a complicated narra- 
tive of friction and internal disturbances, all 
of which appear to have resulted in prostrating 
the clever little star, and bringing her to the 
verge of a nervous breakdown. 

Just what prompted Miss Lawrence to ‘‘break"’ 
with the Universal concern is shrouded in mys- 
tery. Questioned by The Billboard the ‘‘girl 
with a thousand faces’? made no secret of her 
severance of relations with the company with 
which she had only recently reaffiliated, and 
cited numerous reasons that induced her to take 
the step. 

Since returning to the Universal banner Miss 
Florence has produced two two-reel photoplays, 
the initial one beng Elusive Isabel, and the 
other, Spring Time and Tillie Tod, both of them 
comedies of the Florence Lawrence type of work. 

When Miss Lawrence returned to the Uni- 
versal, after being out of the pictures through 
her injury fer two years, no written contract 
was entered into, both she and President Carl 
Laemmle entering into a verbal agreement, which 
at that time was mutually agreeable. At the 
Universal offices little information is to be ob- 
tained as to the difficulties existing between 
the concern and the star. 

For nearly a week Miss Lawrence has been 
confined to her bed, under the core of a nerve 
specialist. The latter is authority for the 
statemert that her iilness is due to her former 
injury. but that with a few more days of rest 
and quiet she will be herself again. 

Miss Lawrence is known to have 
several flattering offers for her services since 
she rejoined the Universal company, but eut of 
a sense of loyalty promptly turned them down. 
fbe is new -onsidering one or two propositions, 
and may decide to go into vaudeville,

Washington. March 27.—The appreciation felt 
by the faculty of the American University, of this 
city, for the utility and value of the moving 
picture machine as an aid to education, is to be 
further demonstrated by the inauguration of a 
serips of lectures, illustrated by moving pic 
tures, at the College of History, on the grounds 
of the University. 


The American University will co-operate in 
this work with the Bureau of Commercial Eco- 
nomics, an institution devoted to the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge by means of moving pictures 
and the stereopticon. Scenes of industrial and 
other life will be depicted at these lectures,

Official films of the governments of 
Canada, the Latin-American Republics, India, 
China, Japan, South Africa, will be shown. 
There will also be films of college athletics, Boy 
Scouts and Campfire Girls, which are meant to 
be incentives to young people to seek a better 
preparation for their life work. 

Government films will show the wonders and 
beauties of the great national paitks of the 
United States, such as the Yellowstone, The 
Yosemite and the Grand Canyon of Arizona. 

The United States has had prepared with 
great care and at no small cost films picturing 
the different tribes of Indians in their native 
habitats in order that the Indian life that is 
rapidly passing might be preserved for posterity. 
These films will be shown in the course of lec- 
tures, 

As the lectures are pert of the extension work 
of the University no admission fee will be 
charged. 

The series is intended more especially for 
public school teachers and senior scholars in the 
high schools,

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AMERICAN FILMS IN FRANCE 


Well Thought Of and Use by Certain 
Exhibitors on Increase According 
to United States Vice-Consul 


Washington, March 27.—Vice-Consul Davis B. 
Levis, at St. Etienne, France, is authority for 
the statement that the use of American films 
to France has greatly increased lately, while 
there has been a distinct curtailment in the 
production of French and Italian motion picture 
(ims, owing to conditions created by the war. 
Although American motion pictures have always 
been popular with St. Etienne and the French 
audiences, their regular appearance on the 
weekly programs of the local cinemas has de- 
veloped from the general excellence of the pi-- 
tures shown. Inquiries among exhibitors and 
spectators emphasize their satisfaction with the 
films which are usually advertised by American 
lithographic posters. 

Four large and several small theaters cater 
to the atmirers of motion pictures in St_ Etienne, 
the reels being supplied by one or the other of 
the principal syndicates (Pathe or Gaumont, of 
Paris), who receive the American films direct or 
from London agencies. The programs run a 
week and embody a varied selection of comedy, 
educational and dramatic pictures. While at 
present patriotic and war pictures are naturally 
strong attractions, the standard plays of well- 
known suthors adapted to the screen are also 
great favorites. The cowboy or Western drama 
has more or less had its day in France, but the 
comedy and dramatic pictures showing scenes 
of American cities and resorts are well known 
and appreciated. The first continued story—an 
American production—with its daily publication 
in one of the Parisian journals, is a feature in 
several of the theaters at present. 

Prices for the usual two-hour performance 
range from 12 to 30 cents. One performance is 
given each evening, with two matinees on Sun- 
day, while on Thursday there is a special edu- 
cative program for school children. The con- 
tinnons performance, as given in American cities, 
is unknown there. The theaters ar comfortable, 
sa. cy and well conducted; they usually em- 
ploy an orchestra, and are largely attended by 
all classes of the population.

MOORISH CITY DESTROYED 


New York, March 2%.—‘‘The City That Was’’ 
—a huge pile of discolored concrete and a mass 
of burned and twisted steel—is all that remains 
teday of that magnificent Moorish City, built 
on the island of old Fort Augusta, Jamaica, for 
the setting for William Fox's $1,000,000 Annette 
Kellermann picture. 

This dream city, unsurpassed in architecture, 
beauty and environment, was destroyed by a 
scourge of fre. Of course, its destruction is a 
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part of the picture. This Byzantine city’s 
population was assembled on the roofs, in win- 
dows and upon the streets in readiness for the 
fire. Oil and tar were placed in the places 
which would burn, and, when everything was in 
readiness, Director-General Herbert Brenon, who 
had personally supervised its construction, ap- 
plied the torch. Moving picture cameras were 
stowed away from denger in fire-proof cells. 

In an instant the city was a mass of flame. 
Men, women and children, panic-stricken, rushed 
through the streets, while fear-crazed animals 
stampeded, injuring many of the popniation. 

Men, women and children leaped from the 
roofs and windows of the burning houses, some 
waiting so long to add realism to the pictur: 
that their clothing was on fire when they did 


get away, and, in many stances, being so se- 


verely burned that medical attention was neces- 
sary. During it all the cameras kept grinding, 
not missing a single incident. 

Fort Augusta now resembles Martinique after 
the great eruption of Mt. Pelee. Roads are im- 
passable because of great boulders of concrete, 
while the magnificent foliage and flower gardens 
are a masse of charred and shriveled leaves, 

The destruction of the dream city is but 
another indication of the nearness of completion 
of tiis famous Annette Kellermann picture. 
Already indications point to its being ready for 
public exhibition by June 10. Even destruction 
has its artistic side, and, before the city was 
fired, a medieval battle scene was staged, which, 
aside from being historically correct, was one 
of the greatest Oriental pageants of modern 
times.

Contracts Signed V With Chicago Advertising 
Agency Provide for Use of This Sum During 
Next Twelve Months in Five Hundred Daily

Moving Picture Theater Expected To 
Open Aoril 15—Will Be Unique in 
Many of Its Installations 


New York, March 27.—New York's newest 
roeater and the world’s most ambitious temple 
( the motion picture is scheduled to open on 
Saturday, April 15. It will occupy the former 
«ite of Hammerstein's theater of Varieties, 42d 
street at Seventh avenue, and will be known as 
‘he Rialto Theater. 

This new amusement institution, which will 
occupy the most costly plot of real estate in 
America devoted to that purpose, is being erected 
by the Rialto Theater Corporation and expresses 
in compact form the life dream of the vice- 
president, secretary and managing director of 
the company, 8. L. Rothapfel, who was probably 
the first American to recognize that haphazard 
exhibitions of moving pictures at nominal prices 
by no means represent the entertainment values 
f the motion pieture. The presence of the fine 
stracture his company is erecting on such a 
spot at the very “top of the world"’ is eloquent 
~ntirmation of this view following Rothapfel's 
demonstrations at the Regent Theater uptown, 
which first presented pictures with good music 
and expensive soloists, at the Strand which he 
inaugurated and at the Knickerbocker Theater, 
of whieh he is now the director. 


The Rialto is the first large theater in this 
~untry erected exclusively for the presentation 
of motion pictures. The faith of its founders is 
eloquently demonstrated by the absence of a 
stege or any provision that would permit of the 
installation of one should occasion arise to 
‘ange the polley of the house. Where the 


latter would ordinarily be located there is a) 


permanent decoration in the form of a colonnade. 
Its marble stairs afford an effective spot for so- 
loists, while one of the panels of the colonnade 
contains the picture screen. 

Concealed about this permanent decoration is 
the mechanism of the largest organ ever in- 
stalled in a theater. Its size may be estimated 
from the fact that a single gong contained in its 
interior is 21 feet high and weighs 800 pounds, 
Dally organ recitals are promised, and leading or- 
canists have been engaged for this purpose. 

In another respect the Rialto will outclass any 
theater in the world. Oddly enough in view of 
the purpose for which it will be employed this 
is in its Nghting equipment. In this particular 
even such temples of art as the Metropolitan 
pera House are outclassed, and great samuse- 
ment institutions like the Hippodrome are dis- 
counted, Director Rothapfel entertains secret 
plans for carrying his lighting effects into the 
andience, instead of confining them to a stage, 
and in this connection bas installed a system 
with a greater number of dimming units than 
any other theater in America,

THE HEART OF PAULA 


New York, March 25.—For the first time in 
the history of the photoplay a feature has been 
prepared with two endings, one a tragic climax, 
the other a happy finale. ‘The innovation is 
that of the Pallas Pictures’ five-part feature, 
The Heart of Paula, in which Lenore Ulrich 
is etarred, and which will have its initial public 
showing at the Strand Theater here, beginning 
tomorrow (Sunday). 

Undecided as to which ending might prove 
the most suited, the management of the Strand 
and of Pallas decided to leave it to a vote of 
the daily and trade paper critics. There were 
tweny-four to review the film, and, strange to 
say, there was an even division of sentiment, 
necessitating the tossing ef a coin by Mise 
Ulrich, which decided for the happy ending. 

The story is built around the love of a 
Spanish girl down in Mexico, who falls des- 
perately in love with a handsome American; of 
bis arrest and sentence to death by insurgents; 
bis betrayal by the girl when she thinks he har 
Geceived her, and of his final deliverance. The 
tragic climax shows the girl sacrifice her life

From an artistic standpoint the tragic climax 
fis the one and only logical finish, but perhaps 
as 9 box-oftice magnet the happy ending would 
prove the more suited, It must be stated, how- 
ever, that neither of the two endings shown te 
the press yesterday was up to the standard. The 
feature, right up to the final reel, was a 
masterpiece, but for some reasen or other falls 
down in both endings. It will, however, an- 
doubtedly prove most satisfying to motion pic- 
ture fans—and that’s what really counts. 

Miss Uireh as the Spansh girl, gives a 
most delightful characterization, her work be- 
ing absolutely flawless. Her support, especially 
on the part of Howard Davies and Forrest Stan- 
ley. is most highly acceptable. Direction and 
photography are superb, real ‘‘local’’ color and 
Mexican atmosphere having been freely injected, 
so that the picture is realism itself.

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about $100,000 a year, her films for about four 
months much more, and, with what the idol of 
all the people receives from magazines galore, 
she probably can pull through without joining 
the union. 

Caruso is paid now on a new contract, which 
assures the tenor from $2,500 a night to $3,000, 
but when he sings in South America the figure 
is twice as much. Fancy Caruso going on 
“strike.’’ Yet that is precisely what will hap- 
pen one day if the actors are as thoroughly 
unionized as some of them would like, 

Sarah Bernhardt has made more money than 
any actress in the world’s history. On her last 
American tour, besides the $7,000 a week paid 
her by Martin Beck, Sarah was paid over 
$100,000 for four film portrayals, and as much 
more for contributing to a syndicate of Sun- 
day newspapers. But Sarah has no fortune 
whatsoever. Madame is being advanced $25,000 
on her present tour and has deposited her life 
insurance policy as security. Fancy the specta- 
ele of Sarah on a strike with a grievance. 

Tetrazzini has made over a million in a few 
years and has most of it now. Salvini had over 
a million and Rossi and Ristori even more. 
Mary Anderson earned $3,000 a week while on 
the stage. Mansfield, despite a prodigal extrav- 
agance, averaged $100,000 a year. Maude Adams 
has a million; so has John Drew. And a dozen 
of Charles Frobman’s former stars are wealthy, 
but when Frohman died he had less money than 
any of these actors. 

May Irwin is in the million class, Viola Allen 
was wealthy already in another generation, and 
as for the Barrymore family, Maurice, the 
father of Ethel, Jack and Lionel, was so im- 
poverished when he joined an actors’ protective 
order that he lost his reason. But as proving 
that the actor needs no protection, all three of 
the children of Barrymore began their careers 
afterward. Jack’s earnings are at least $100,000 
a year; Lionel never did half as well as he does 
now, and Ethel is credited with the largest 
earnings, before Chaplin’s bonanza days, in 
amusement history. In vaudeville Miss Barry- 
more was paid $3,000 a week, and she could get 
more than that tomorrow to return to the two-a- 
day. As to what she is paid in motion pictures, 
whet’s the use of quoting the figures? They 
would shriek! 


Billie Burke was paid $40,000 for four weeks 
by Thos. H. Ince to appear in Peggy, and 
George Kleine pays Mrs. Ziegfeld little less 
than a fifth of a million. As these young wom- 
en are in their zenith on stage and screen alike, 
who shall say that they would not appear ri- 
diculous in the character of strikers? 

Eva Tanguay was just as clever as now when 
I saw her in Bubbles not so long ago. Then 
Eva was paid $100 a week. Now managers do 
not need to make threats, nor does Miss Tan- 
guay, to maintain or reduce her salary, which 
has varied from $2,500 a week to $3,500. And 
it was Percy Williams, a one-time actor (now 
a retired manager), who voluntarily paid her 
these figures. Not only that, Williams did what 
Eva should appreciate a great deal more, he 
boomed his star to the seventh heaven. 

Sothern and Marlowe made a million while 
they acted together. Sothern is to receive at 
least $60,000, and probably $100,000, this year, 
between seasons. Edna May, who began as @ 
chorus girl, owes all of her success to George 
W. Lederer (a much bankrupted manager), 
who is hardly known to this public, and only for 
one portrayal is credited with the unbelievable 
sum of $100,000 for her work begun and ended 
in a few weeks. Gaby Deslys, who owes her 
fame to sensational publicity, has had as high 
as $5,000 a week, and never less than half of 
that. 

As for the vaudevilles, there is no greater 
or more compelling romance than that one 
which has to do with a class of stage folk who 
not so long ago rose meteorically and, thanks 
to an enterprising group of managers, became 
wealthy and potent. To recite the astonishing 
financial records of these men and women would 
require a volume as big as an unabridged dic- 
tionary. But why carry coal to Newcastle?’

Mountford, at the meeting of the Rats last 
week, again intimated that if the managers 
locked out the White Rats there would speedily 
be an opposition circuit, and that the White 
Rats themselves might possibly go into the 
business of producing vaudeville. A prominent 
member of the managers’ association sald 
that there might be some one-horse town show 
house that might be led to believe, by the agi- 
tator’s bot air, that they would derive some 
great benefit by recognizing the White Rats, 
but previous records show that in the last agt- 
tation all such houses regarded as strictly 
White Rat theaters went to the wall. The 
least one affected by such hot-air talk is the 
manager. 

The managers believe that the time ix now 
ripe for the conservative performers to affilinte 
in some new order whereby they can pledge the 
managers’ assurance that they intend to con- 
struct instead of wreck, where they can meet 
the managers and talk business and take ad.

In denial of this President Adolf Zukor of 
the Famous Players issued a statement on 
Thursday in which he pointed out the exist- 
ence of the Famous Players-Mary Pickford 
company, organized but recently, and to which 
company Miss Pickford is under contract, as 
well as being its vice-president. 
An emphatic denial was made today that 
Mary Pickford had signed a three-year con- 
tract with B. B. Hampton, representing a syndi- 
cate which has been seeking an entry into the 
picture game for some weeks. Miss C. C. 
Wilkenning, Mary Pickford’s agent, states pos- 
itively Miss Pickford bas not signed, and also 
insists that despite the statement made by 
Adolf Zukor of the Famous Players Company 
Miss Pickford is not wnder contract to that 
firm. It is expected Miss Pickford will issue 
a formal statement as to her position within 
the next few days, but The Billboard can as- 
sert with positiveness that at this time she 
has not affixed her signature to any contract 
whatever.
